University of California, Prof. J. Bllot 
Colt of the agricultural 
department, 
made a tour of the''orange and lemon 
districts on Thursday, visiting Glen- 
dora, San Dlmas, Azusa, Covlna and 
contiguous points. 


Prof. Colt and his young men were 
taken over the vnlley by Covlna rancn- 


erB, 
who donated their time and their 
automobiles for this purpose. 
In the 
morning, the students were taken to 
the packing house of the 
Olendora 
Citrus Association, 
where 
Manager 
John BrunjeB showed them over the 
house. 
The ybung men were able to 


B O O tho.Valencia oranges In the pro­ 
cess of packing, as this house was 
filled with this Bummer fruit. 


The students were then taken to the 
new lemon packing house, Just built 
In Glendora. 
This Is the Inst word 
in up-to-dateness in lemon 
packing. 
Although this house hnB never 
yet 
boon used, It was interesting to see 
tho modern machinery, which has been 
Installed for 
the coming sonBon. Q. 
W. HoBford, secretary and 
manager 
of the San Dimns Lemon Association, 
explained that this house has been 
built to relievo the congestion 
from 
the big San Dlmas hoiiBe, which I B 
the largest lemon house In tho world. 
For some time the San Dlmas pack­ 
ers have felt that the lemon acreage 
was becoming too large to bo handled 
In this district from San Dlmas. When 
It was shown by Mr. Hosford 
that, 
over two hundred acres of lomons In 
the Glendora, Azusa and Covlna dis­ 
trict was Just coming into bearing, It 
was decided to build another lemon 
house, and the 
-new house at Glendora 
has-been,tho result of this decision.

large fire-pots under 
every tree. 


Mr, Hawks explained to the students 
that he had Joined a system whereby 
n number of ranchers enjoyed a "pa­ 
trolman," who made visits ovory hour 
to the ranches 
during 
the 
coldest 
nights of winter. 
When the thermom­ 
eter went down below thirty-two de­ 
grees above zero, the owner of the 
ranch was awakened, and the lire-pots 
were started. 
Mr. Hawks was able to 
show that his ranch was In splendid 
condition because of the flro pots. 


He will market a crop of 
lemoiiH 
soon, whereas the crop of lemons In 
the valley 
was 
almost 
completely 
destroyed by tho January frost. 


After a lunch taken In Covlna, tho 
students were driven to tho ranch of 
F. P, O'Connor on Workman avenue, 
where they 
witnessed 
tho work of 
spraying being done to eliminate red 
spider. 


Anothon ranch which was 
visited 
lies between Glendora and Azusa, and 
tho students saw a fine example of 
the work of eradicating the ground 
fungus or harmful toadstool.

the ranch that 
I I O B recently grubbed 
out a number of oak trees, and where- 
ev^r the trees have been removed the 
fungi In the form of toadstools has 
come In very thickly. 
Prof. Colt was 
especially Interested In this portion of 
the work, as he worked on this samel 
question about two years ago when 
he was In enrage of this district, 
OVERHEAD IRRIGATING, 
Yesterday, the students made a vis­ 
it to the ranch of D. .J. Overholtzer 
on Dadlllo avenue, Covlna, where they 
saw the overheud system of Irrigating 
In operation. 
The boys wore especial­ 
ly Interested In this new system, as 
It has 
been 
very 
widely 
discussed 
since It was placed In operation. 
Mr, 
Overholtzer gave them ample oppor­ 
tunity to see this system In operation, 
and spent practically the entire day 
demonstrating Si to the students. 
THE SILENT 
PLACE. 
Ono of the most delightful 
places 
visited by the students was the ranch 
of Judge Charles Silent on the south 
bloi.'e of the Sierra Madre rang.'-. Thl» 
splendid ranch, which has now become 
a show place for the state, was thor- 
oughly inspected, with Judge Silent 
personally conducting tho party over 
the grounds. 
The Judge is making 
many experiments In connection with 
the planting of parka in Los. Angeles. 


Judge Silent Is a member of the Los 
Angeles Park Commission. 


On the Silent ranch the students 
wore able to see a unique system of 
Irrigation, made on the slopes and run­ 
ning over the terraces. 
Judge Silent 
has developed water with a pumping 
plant, and now has many acres plant­ 
ed to citrus fruits, high up on the 
mountainside. 
He 
Is also 
working 
out some very curious designs in ce­ 
ment work for a border to his drives. 
He has built a fence of cement that 
looks exactly like a fence* made of 
rough oak polos and branches, and be 
has many artificial trees made of ce­ 
ment, which are the wonder of every 
visitor. 


President N. D. Mussey of the Co­ 
vlna Valley Farmers' Club entertain­ 
ed Prof. Colt over night on Thurs­ 
day evening, nnd the students were 
taken care of at tho home of ranchers 
In the valley. 
The young men have 
been making a tour of Southern Cali­ 
fornia, and 
everywhere 
have 
been 
treated with a fine hospitality.

One of the^tolg and comfortable resi­ 
dences of the valley changed 
hands 
this last week, through the sale by 
George 
Stafford of LOB Angeles to 
J. P. Kendall of the property known 
as the I. D. Houser residence on Col­ 
lege street. 


Air. Kendall bought three lots where 
the house stands, and will begin at 
once to Improve the property. The 


sale was made through R. A. Welch. 
For two years, since Mr. Houser sold 
the property, the house has been In 
charge of a caretaker. 
Mr. Houser 
had made the property attractive with

FORMER GOVINA SCHOOL TEACHERS 


EXONERATED AND AWARDED DAMAGES 


Fred D, Jones, proprietor of an old 
book store on First street, must pay 
$10,000 damages to John T. and Mary 
H. Anderson for having libeled them. 
This is tho finding of a Jury In extra 
sessions No. 1 of the Superior Court, 
Wednesday night, at about 8 o'clock. 
The action was for $48,000. 


Although the plaintiff and the de­ 
fense had rested and the argument 
was nearly completed, 
a 
sensation 
reigned lu. the, court yesterday, when 
it became generally known that An­ 
derson had received a 
remarkable 
letter 
from 
Searchlight, Nev., bear 
Ing on his suit. 


When It was too late to be intra 
duced BB evidence, this letter was prl 
vately shown to Judge Chllds, and 
the writer will undoubtedly be the 
most Important witness If an appeal 


1B. 
taken, as was announced by the 
defense yesterday 


" 
AMAZING LETTER IN COURT. 
The communication Is from L. W, 
Godln, president of the L . W. Godln 
General 
Merchandise 
Company, 
Searchlight. It is addressed to Ander­ 
son, and the writer says: 


"I have been reading In the Times 
about your damage suit against Jones, 
the book store man. I am taking the 
liberty to write to you to give you 
. a 
little 
experience 
my wife and 
man. A few years ago, while I was 
in the shoe business in Los Angeles, 
my wife and daughter went Into his 
store rfnd he grossly Insulted them, 
and Insinuated that they had stolen 
bookB at hlB place. 
My wife and 
daughter came to my store and re 
ported the case to me. I went to his 
Btore and before I left there he knew 
he had had a caller, as I did not 
spare him. By making Inquiries about 
Jones of reliable people at that time 
I found he had Insulted other ladles 
in tho same way. I hope he will be 
made to pay dearly for the Insult he 
has imposed upon your wife and many 
others." 


The significance of this letter 1B 
considered by the attorneys for the] 
Andersons to be emphasized by thej 
fact that Jones admitted on the wit­ 
ness stand that he has In his safe the 
affidavits of other teachers, in which 
they 
incriminate 
themselves, and 
which he has ob'viously kept a secret 
pending a continuance 
of 
business 
relations. 


CLEAR INSTRUCTIONS. 
The Instructions of Judge John L. 
Chllds to the Jury composed a r * 
' 
raarkable 
digest of the case. 
They 
were comprehensive, clear and unlra- 
passioned, presenting the law and the 
facts in plain black and white, with 
a fairness that both sides muBt have 
appreciated. They comprised seventy- 
flve typewritten pages, some of which 
were only partially 
filled, 
and re- 
•inIr«d more than an hour of the late 
afternoon for reading, so that the case 
did not go to the Jury until after 4 
o'clock. 


His honor was particularly clear on 
the points of malace and privilege, 
explaining that even the republica­ 
tion of something 
untrue 
out of 
malice is done at the rlBk of the pub 


the 
of the lack of malace lies with 
defense.

Malice, the court 
declared to be 
direct expression of an untruth, 
emanating from state 
of 
mind 
in 
which there is hatred or ill-will. If, 
he said, Jones tried to sacrifice the 
Jobs of the plaintiffs, and had used 
mere rumors, reports or suspicions 
whleh he could not prove, In order 
to -have them dlsmlsed > as Glendale 
teachers, tbeir\ne 
had *ilibeled, 
the 
plaintiffs.

Evidence t^mt others may have been 
guilty of theft does not prove 
that 


Mrs. 
Anderson has been guilty. If It 
te proved that Mrs. Anderson signed 
her affidavit because she was com­ 
pelled to do BO, this does not estab­ 
lish the truth of tho statement signed 
under compulsion, ^ If such a state­ 
ment Is false, unproved and unjust 
and causes the loss of position on 
which the plaintiffs were 
dependent! 
.for a livelihood they are entitled to 
damages compensatory and punitive. 


Judge Anderson recited much of the 
evidence which the Andersons had 
Introduced against Jones, and advised 
the Jury that if Jones had said these 
things and has not proven that they 
are true then the Andersons are en­ 
titled to reparation, 
although 
they 
cannot collect damages for Injuries to 


Mrs, 
Anderson's health nor for the 
loss of their positions If they would 
have lost them anyhow, nor for the 
fact that they have not secured posl 
tlons elsewhere, as no evidence has 
been introduced to show 
that 
they 
tried to get other work. 


Society, the court said, 
places 
demand on persons that they shall not 
assail or injure the reputations of oth­ 
ers and It they violate this right the 
law will redress It. Slander is to be 
accepted in the most natural and ob 
vlous understanding of the term and 
all character Is good until It Is proved 
bad. If Jones has Btated, according 
to the evidence, that Mrs. Anderson 
has many times taken gootis from his 
store without his knowledge and con­ 
sent, implying that she meant to steal 
them, and if he stated that she re­ 
turned books for credit 
which had 
been stolen the Saturday before; that 
she and her siBter usually 
worked 
together and that they knew 
better 
than he did how much they had stolen 
from him, then it devolves upon Jones 
to prove this charge or he stands re­ 
sponsible to Mrs. Anderson for libel. 
On the other hand, mere falseness of

ALLEGATION OF MOTIVE. 
Something of the motive Jones may 
have had for permitting the affidavit 
to become public or for contributing 
in any way to Its publication was al­ 
leged by H. L. Gelaler, who closed the 
argument for the plaintiffs. 
Geisler 
made the bald statement 
that Mrs. 
Anderson had traded with Jones for 
fifteen years and that never did he 


{accuse her of theft until she began

The wound has been 
infected and blood-poisoning may halt 
the man before the police get him. 


The Mexicans in Sonoratown a,re not 
excited about the capture of the man. 


"Maybe today, maybe tomorrow," 
they say, for they are all convinced 
that he- will be captured. It is one 
of 
superstition's 
laws 
among the 
Latins that when the victim of a mur­ 
derer falls 'face downward, the mur­ 
derer will return to the scene of the 
crime, and be captured. The saying 
is as old as the folklore of the Mex. 
"leans, and they 
are 
uncpneerned 
whether John the Swan returns this 
week or next, or this year, or next. 
The police, with less belief in the 
efficacy of the legend, are making 
a most active and thorough search 
for the maniac. All bis haunts have 
been repeatedly searched. More than 
a dozen alarms have come to the de­ 
tective bureau, reporting the murder­ 
er to be In jBpme" particular com­ 
munity.

The department has Bent an agent 
Into the'flbld there to help In the flght 
but at this end officials are somewhat 
in the dark because of the fact that 
the grasshopper In New Mexico never 
before has been known to gather In 
great armies, and, therefore, never 
has done damage. 


Prof, Webster expresed,the opinion 
that after the young grasshoppers had 
developed wings, the Bwarm probably 
would break up Into small units and 
fly to the \arlous parts of the country 
doing no particular damage anywhere.

Uncle Sam's Homesteads. 


Supervisor Charlton, in charge of the .Angeles forest, said this 
week that there were no homestead lands in the Sierra Madre reserva­ 
tion which would support a family, unlss the family had considerable 
capital to start with, which could he used in developing water. 


So, here is the answer, and one which should be heeded by all 
^o^e^who^axaf smitten, with the land .hunger.,, Recently, articles 
appeared in this paper, andjn the Los Angeled papers, concerning 
the throwing open to homesteading of a tract of land on the other side 
of these mountains, on the Mojavc desert side, a tract that includes 
over 100,000 acres. 
This was interesting news to the man without 
land. 
If you were ever in touch with the land-office, you will know 
that hundreds of eager people crowd wistfully about the counter in 
that busy room in the Federal building, spending their days in "wait­ 
ing for an opportunity to file on some land with which to make 
home. 


But Charlton says this land is of no value, this 100,000 acres that 
has just been eliminated from the forest regulation, and is now 
designated as agricultural homestead land. 
Percy L. Day, the man 
who made the surveys that eliminated this land, says that the lane 
is worthless, unless heavy expenditure is made to develop water 
and 
; even then the well-diggers are taking a long gambler's chance 
Then, why was the land opened for homesteading? 
Some deluded 
people will go onto this land, and they will very nearly starve to 
death before they can get away again. 
There are a few old home­ 
steaders in thai region now. 
They are reduced to the extremes of 
poverty. 
The land is as unresponsive as a dead and dried mummy, 
unless water is put on it, 


The reason why this land was opened to homesteaders was because 
a bunch of wild-eyed reformers thought they saw a species of graft 
which the government was carrying on, through renting this land for 
cattle and sheep grazing. 
They kept up a continuous howl about 
this, making the statement that the people were being kept out of 
property that should rightfully be made into prosperous homes. 
In 
order to still the anvil chorus the government passed what is known 
as the forest homestead act, and on May 27, eliminated these 100,000 
acres. 
Deluded, uniformed and ignorant people will settle on ,these 
lands, and will be in danger of becoming public charges. 


If the acreage ever becomes a producing area, it will be through the 
expenditure of much money by capitalists. 
If they develop sufficient 
water to make farming profitable, the price of the land will then be 
far beyond the reach of the class of people whose hearts are hungering 
for a home, but who have no money with which to buy one. 


This supposedly paternal system~©f»tW United Jitates is very 
fundamentally wrong. 
When you allow a man to homestead a 
worthless piece of land, you are wronging an American citizen. 
You 
are defrauding him; you are destroying the best years of his life. 
This is why the system of homesteading has been 'a failure in the 
United States in a large majority of cases during the last two decades. 


There are no more lands that are good that can be homesteaded v| 
One can "take u p " government land, but if the capital is not forth­ 
coming, the homestead is worse than useless; it is a horrible; incubus. 


Instead of allowing these people to settle on worthless lands, the 
government should develop water wherever it is possible, and sell 
this land to the homesteader on life-time payments. 


Uncle Sam is not a good father to his people when he turns them 
loose on lands that will starve the body and destroy the soul.

Indlan massacres near Yuma, thirst 
endured in the trackless wastes of 
the Colorado Desert, in what Is now 
the rich Imperial valley, warfare with 
savage tribes, and danger and priva­ 
tion in the mountains and deserts.of 
eighteenth-century Southern California 
—these perils braved by the Spanish 
pioneers are vividly illuminated In an 
ancient diary just given to the world 
by the university of California. 


After lying ln manuscript for a cen­ 
tury and a third, this diary of Lieutan 
ant-Colonel Fages has now been trans 
lated and edited by Herbert Ingram 
Priestley, assistant curator of the aca 
demy of Pacific Coast history, and 
published by the university. It waB 
written with his own hand by a fam 
ous early governor of California, Don 
Pedro Fages. 
Here Fages recorded, 
day for day, the stirring tale of how 
in 1781 h e - l e d his few but hardy 
soldiers ,on an expedition to rescue 
cfptlve"; christian i women iind children; 
W^tc;/punish, the fY^uma,Jndian8, .three 
ttip^sand^stirong, for^'havlng-butchered 
priests, tgarrison, and settlers of two 
missions planted among them In the 
fertile bottom. lands near the con­ 
fluence of the Gila and the Colorado 
rivers. Until now this diary has been 
unknown to historians, save b y its 
name. 


The expedition's 
first 
engagement 
with ' hostile savages was one night 
within a week after ^setting out from 
the presidio of Pitlc, in the Mexican 
state of Sonora. Next day the soldiers 
followed blood-marked trails, and res­ 
cued a woman captive. 
They seized! 
also, fifteen other woman and Infants. 
"With them," says Fages, "were three 
vagabonds who fled; and another who 
remained was killed by Sergeant Tov 
ar for resisting. 
His ears and scalp 
have been brought to me by two 
cuirassiers. The soldiers brought the 
.native women with them on their 
horses." A week later the captives 
and prisoners were delivered to the 
Royal Presidio of Altar.

SURGERY ON THE SKULL 


The Operation of Trepanning W11 
Common In Ancient Timet, 


While the medical, profession is 
agreed that some rough form of sur­ 
gery must have existed from very an­ 
cient times, it has always been a mat­ 
ter of wonder that so complex and doll- 
cate an operntlon^as trepanning should 
also be one of the oldest 


There is authentic record of this op­ 
eration dating back to tho time of Hip­ 
pocrates, who wrote treatises on frac­ 
tures, dislocations and wounds of the 
head, wherein bo described the method 
of procedure to be followed in the case 
of a fractured skull. His idea was to 
c u t a w a y a piece of bono so that the 
pressure on the brain might bo relieved. 


The annals of this era also show that 
a file was used for this purpose, which, 
at a time when modern anaesthetics 
were unknown, must havo been, to say 
the least painful. 


According to Holmos, the operation 
of removing pieces of bone was per­ 
formed long before historic times. The 
effects on the skull are easily seen after 
death and are visible as long as the 
bones ore preserved. 
From Inspection 
of certain skulls of the later stono age 
In ancient Britain there has been de­ 
rived the conclusion that .some of these 
had^undeiwiid.the/'operoUpo^ .which, 
-must have been performed with a etotie' 
implement—Harper's Weekly.

Is now using each year 75,000 pounds 
of tree seed for sowing denuded lands 
on the national forests and Is spend 
ing some 1300,000 annually on this 
great work of reforesting. A number 
of large nurseries have been develop­ 
ed, which are now producing 10,000,- 
000 young trees each year. 


There are 7,500,000 acres of denud­ 
ed lands on the national forests which 
must be restocked by artificial means 
and the restoration of this Iflle land 
to normal timber production is one of 
the 
biggest and most far reaching 
pieces of technical work to be done 
on the national forests. 
Its comple­ 
tion will be a seventy or eighty yean' 
tatfe, for at best the growing of trees 
Is a tow-term proposition.
